And therkoze — — 
hereby ſtraightly charge and command, That no perſon oꝛ perſons euer(other 
then his Mateſties owne oꝛdinarie Officers, to whole plates it appertaineth) doe at any 
time hereafter pzeſume to intermeddle with the dzawing, wꝛiting, oꝛ pzeparing foz his 
Maieſties Signature, of any Bill, warrant, Letter, oꝛ other inſtrument oz 
whatloeuer, vpon patneofhis Maieſties indignation and diſpleaſure, and ſuch impꝛilon⸗ 
ment and other puniſhment as may iuſtiy be inflicted koꝛ their contempt : And that no 
perlon oz perſous, vnder the like paine, pzeſume to pzeferre to his Maieſtie to bee 
any ſuch Bill, Warrant, Letter, oꝛ other inſtrument oz waiting, not dzawen oz allowed 
by ſuch his Maieſties oꝛdinarie Officers , and by them ſigned and dotqueted, in caſes 
where the like inſtruments haue heretokoze beene vſed to be ſigned and docqueted : And 
that none ol his Pateſties owne Officers, do pzeſume to dzaw ozpzepare foz his Highnes 
Signature, any Bll, warrant, Tetter, oz other inſtrument oz waiting, vntill they haue 
reteiued direction to dzaw the ſame , either by ſome fignification of his Patefties owne 
Royall pleaſure, oz by warrant from ſuch as haue beene attuſtomed and allowed to gtue 


ſuch u\arrant, vponpaine of his Maieſties diſpleaſure, and to be debarred from the exer- 
tile and execution ot their offices and plates foz ſuch their default and abule.
